The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: the prior art of record at this 
time does not teach as presented via independent claim 1 , a hands-free device for use in a cellular 
telephone in a car permitting hands-free operation of the cellular telephone with each of the particular 
circuit components connected as claimed and especially does not teach the first connection connected to the 
audio amplifier and voltage regulator in a first casing and attached to a second terminal in a second casing 
which connects to a voltage output control circuit and gain control circuit which both are connected to a 
third connector and hands free control circuit therein and wherein each component is claimed as providing 
a particular function relating to the apparatus function providing hands free use of a cellular telephone in a 
car. Claims 2-11 further limit the subject matter of the independent claim 1 with sufficient clarity and are 
also allowable for being dependent from the allowable claim 1 .
